I have gone over the coins in order to value them, 
as you requested. 

The Ini ted States Dollars which have a reasonable 
premium are listed at retail prices on the attached 
schedule. The die variety of the early dollars is 
noted. There was an 1872 Dollar in addition to those 
which were on your list. 

A similar schedule for the Half Dollars is enclosed. 
There was an extra 191*2 Half Dollar but one of the 
1915 Half Dollars was missing. In the case of the 
Half Dollars and the Dollars, I have separately 
listed the Commem^fba ti ve 3 and the Trade Dollars. 

The additional US coins which were in an envelope 
have been valued where there were reasonable premiums. 

I found three Connecticut coppers of 1785-7 period 
and one 1785 Uova Constellatio copper in the un- 
assorted copper coins and these should be trans- 
ferred to the American group. They are interesting 
but not worth more than 12,00 each because of poor 
condition. 

The foreign coins were not too well classified but 
were not of sufficient value to list separately. 

They have been bulked for value purposes on another 
schedule with those countries having nominal values 
being omitted. 

The Confederate, Indiana, and other paper money should 
be valued at about $75.00.
